or to which it was sent for confirmation and that, 
in the case of an order varying the original order, the 
order shall not have any effect unless and until 
confirmed in like manner as the original order. 

7 . (1) Where a maintenance order has been made 
by a Court in a reciprocatmg territory and the order 
is prc^isional only, and has no effect unless and until 
confirmed by a Court of summary jurisdiction inSX’^Se* 
British India, and a certified copy of the order, to- 
gether -with the depositions of the witnesses and a 
statement of the grounds on which the order might 
have been opposed, has been transmitted to the 
l6k)vemor General, and it appears to the Governor 
General in Council that the person against whom the 

order 
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order has been made is resident in British India, the 
Governor General in Council may send the said docu- 
ments to the prescribed officer of a Court of summary 
jurisdiction, with a requisition that a summons he 
issued calling upon the person to show cause why 
that order should not be confirmed, and, upon receipt 
of such documents and requisition, the Court shall 
issue such a summons and cause it to be served upon 
such person. 

(5) A summons issued under sub-section (i) shall 
for all purposes be deemed to be a summons issued by 
the Court in the exercise of its original criminal 
jurisdiction. 

(3) At the hearing it shall be open to the person 
to whom the summons was issued to raise any defence 
which he might have raised in the original proceed- 
ings had he been a party thereto, but no other defence, 
and the certificate from the Court which made the 
provisional order stating the grounds on which the 
making of the order might have been opposed if the 
person against whom the order was made had been a 
party to the proceedings shall be conclusive evidence 
that those grounds are grounds on which objection 
may be taken. 

(4) If at the hearing the person served with the 
summons does not appear or, on appearing, fails to 
satisfy the Court that the order ought not to be 
confirmed, the Court may, notwithstanding any 
pecuniary limit imposed on its power by any law for 
the time being in force in British India, confirm the 
order either without modification or with such 
modifications as to the Court after hearing the evidence 
may seem just : 

Provided that no sum shall be awarded as 
maintenance under this section, or shall be recoverable 
as such, at a rate exceeding that proposed in the 
provisional order. 

(5) If the person to whom the summons was issued 
appears at the hearing and satisfies the Court that for 
the purpose of any defence it is necessary to remit thQ 
case to the Court which made the proyisional order 

for 
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for the taking of any further evidence, the Court may 
for that purpose send a certified copy of the record to 
the Governor General in Council for transmission to 
that Court through the proper authority of the 
reciprocating territory, and may adjourn the proceed- 
ings. 

{6) Where a provisional order has been confirmed 
tmder this section, it may be varied or rescinded in 
like manner as if it had originally been made by the 
confirming Court, and wheie on an application for 
rescission or variation the Court is satisfied that it is 
necessary to remit the case to the Court which made 
the provisional order for the purpose of taking any 
further evidence, the Court may for that purpose send 
a certified copy of the record to the Governor General 
in Council for transmission to that Court through the 
proper authority of the reciprocating territory, and 
may adjourn the proceedings. 

8 . {1) Subject to the provisions of this Act, where Enforcement 
an order has been registered under this Act in a High ance otd^” 
Court, the oi'der shall, from the date of such registra- 
tion, be of the same force and effect, and all proceed- 
ings may be taken thereon as if it had been an order

order, as may be prescribed.

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■whom the order has been so made or confirmed, and 
shall be recovered from him in addition to the sum 
awarded as maintenance and in addition to, and in the 
same manner as, such other costs and charges as may 
be awarded or levied by the Court.

An Act further to amend the Land Acquisition 
Act, 1894. 

W HEEEAS it is expedient further to amend the 
Land Acquisition Act, 1894; It is hereby 
enacted as follows 

1. This Act may he called the Land Acquisition shoi’t Mtie, 
(Amendment) Act, 1921. 

2. Section 28 of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894 
(hereinafter referred to as the said Act), shall he re- ’ 

numbered 26 (f ), and to the said section the following iss*. 
sub-section shall be added, namely : — 

“ (5) Every such award shall be deemed to be 
a decree and the statement of the grounds 
of every such award a judgment within 
the meaning of section 2, clause {2), and 
section 2, clause (9), respectively, of the 
Code of Civil Procedure, 1908.” 

3. Por section 64 of the said Act, the following Snbstilution 
section shall be substituted, namely : — 

64, Act 1 at 

“54. Subject to the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908, applicable to appeals from 
original decrees, and notwithstanding any thing to 
the contrary in any enactment for the time being in 
force, an appeal shall only lie in any proceedings 
under this Act to the High Court from the award, or 
from any part of the award, of the Court and from 
any decree of the High Court passed on such appeal 
as aforesaid an appeal shall lie to His Majesty in 
Council subject to the provisions contained in section 
110 of the Code of CiTil Procedure, 1908, and in Order 
XLY thereof.”
